An item appearing in the Kev? York •'‘Hces” for Jm-ia 13, 19lj8 stated 
that Lr.

The article further 
stated that BLThE was currently a consultant for the Goiicral Electric Atoiaic 
Iiiergy Project in the kationol laboratories at Brookhaven and Los,‘iia.-os. 


Chicago letter to the Bureau dated oeptsmber i, 1918, captioned 
"ATOMIC SCILT.'riGl^ OF CHICAGO, BUIi>ETIN OF THE ATOiilC SCIBhTIbXS —
